U.S. Planes Join 
As Major Battle 
Of Egypt Looms 


CAIRO, June 26 (UP). — Allied 
and Axis air squadrons exchanged 
heavy blows in the north African 
desert today as a powerful enemy 
striking force pushed 110 miles into 
Egypt and to within 30 miles of 
the British defense base at Matruh 
for a major engagement that may 
already be in progress. 

Dispatches from Matruh said that 
indications were increasing that 
Nazi Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
would make his main assault in 
that sector, Advance forces already 
have been engaged there and the 
British Eighth Army is regrouped 
against three enemy columns.

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Tribute to Russia 
(From the Buffalo Evening News, June 22) 


The first anniversary of Soviet Russia's entrance 
into the Second World War emphasizes anew how 
the outcome of the struggle hinges on continued 
Russian resistance. The entire 1,800-mile Russian 
front is seething with portents of epic battles to come, 
battles wihich both the Soviets and Nazis agree will 
decide the war in 1942. The pattern for this all-out 
death struggle is the current German drive on Bevas- 
topol, one of Europe's greatest fortresses and deep 
harbors and the key to mastery of the Black Sea. At 
a reckless expenditure of lives, the Nazis have suc- 
ceeded in driving a wedge into the defenses of the 
city, which is being defended’ in typical Russian 
fashion by every soldier and civilian who can play 
a part. Meanwhile, in Britain, America and every- 
where in the free @orld, tribute is being paid to an 
ally whose heroic resistance to the Nazi juggernaut, 
though at the cost of 4,500,000 lives, has stirred hopes 
of victory in the “people’s war.” 

Certainly, Russia has shown the world what a 
people’s war means and how it can turn the point 
of the Axis blitzkrieg. Consider the military position 
a year ago. In a matter not of months and years 
but of weeks and days, Hitler's modern, mechanized 
armies had overrun in succession Poland, 


Nazi Luftwaffe had battered in vain to soften up the 
British Isles for invasion, but it had left a terrible 
swath of destruction in English cities, had slowed 
down British production and, with the help of sub- 
marines, had established a tightening blockade of 
Britain. Nazi Germany was master of all Europe 
from the North Cape to the Mediterranean and from 
the Atlantic to the Russian border. In the United 
States and the rest of the free world its armies were 
coming to be looked upon as invincible. There was 
more faith than hope in the continued resistance of 
the British people and the American program to as- 
sist them by all means “short of war.” 

When Hitler, for reasons buried in his hitherto 
infallible “intuition,” chose to attack Russia; there 
were few people in this country who held out much 
hope of Russian resistance. Even military experts 
prophesied Russia's defeat in three months. At first 
these gloomy prognostications seemed justified as the 
Germans swept through the buffer areas Russia had 
erected for just this contingency, then on through 
the Stalin line in Russia proper to Smolensk, and 
deep into the Ukraine.
